"It is evident that wage earners, as a 


class, are not getting their full share 
of the profits produced jointly by la- 
bor and 
capital. 
This necessarily 


leads to discontent and labor troubles." 


Colonel( Kilbourne is not opposed to 


large corporations, but he is opposed 
to the monopoly features of trusts. He 
favors aa eight hour working day, and 
while labor unions, like all human or- 
ganizations, are not yet perfect, yet 
he believes on the whole they are 
good things, and should be continued. 
In conclusion, Col. Kilbourne says: 


"I hope and believe that there will! 


be established 
ultimately, a social 


system better than we now have, but 
I am sure it will come, and will bet- 
ter come by evolution, not by revolu- 
tion. Its exact form I would not ven- 
ture to predict, but I do not oelieve U 
will be Socialism; I think there is 
something much better In store'for us; 
l-.ut whatever its torm may be, if it 
is to be final, its methods will conform 
to the Golden Rule—justice will be its 
corner stone and love for our fellow 
men its firm foundation." 


The world would'be far better off if 


and fiT soule" of (lie villages wuere 
there are foreigners chiefly few went 
to work for two days following the re- 
ceipt of the Jback pay. This failing, 
however, is growing much less marked 
than in the past and whereas a few 
years ago it was the majority who got 
druuk after pay day, it is now the 
minority, and a small one.

cate him. He is now most active in 
the discussions at the locals, and he is 
represented by a goodly proportion of 
officials in the local and district boards, 
every vice president of the union in 
the three districts being of foreign 
birth or extraction. 


Another service to which the back 


pay was put was to pay the expenses 
of weddings. Inquiries of the marriage 
license clerks at Scrauton, Wilkesbarre 
and Pottsville, the three large centers 
of the regipu, show that there have 
been more licenses granted in the early 
days of June than in any preceding 
year and that most of them have been 
to mine workers.

The following letter pertaining to 


the ancestry of the Meredith family, in 
this country is of great interest . to 
the family and friends. The letter was 
written some three years ago to LU 
W. Meredith, of Ashland, Kentucky, 
who is now dead. From the family 
the letter was obtained by Mr. Wil- 
liam Meredith of Franklin township, 
one of Licking county's well known 
and highly respected citizens by whom 
the Advocate is given permission 10 
publish it. 
The letter follows: 


Petersburg, Del., Nov. 1/1900. 


L. W. Meredith: 


Dear Brother—Seeing your 
exper- 


ience in the Monitor. I hope I can call 
you brother in the household of faith. 
As ye bear the same name it may be 
that we are descendants of the same 
old school Baptist family who emigrat- 
ed from Wales in 1703. 


The Primitive Baptists of Wales 


were so persecuted by the high church 
of England in past centuries, having 
to pay tithes to the National church, 
beg permission to hold public wor- 
ship and were suspended at the pleas- 
ure of royal priesthood, that one of 
the churches chartered a vessel, and 
in a body came to this country, land- 
ing at Philadelphia. 
They went a 


few miles out of the city to a placo 
now called Pennypack. 
Two of the 


Merediths were not satisfied with the 
location, and they packed two horses 
and took with them two children, a 
boy and a girl, one 12 and the other 14 
years of age. They prospected through 
the wilderness, away down in Dela- 
ware, and settled upon an abandoned 
Indian clearing about two miles from 
where I am now writing. At the ap- 
proach of winter the fathers fitted up 
the cabin for the children, and then 
went back to Pennsylvania for their 
wives. They were snowed up and dia 
not return to the children until the

It is un- 
der the management of Frank W. Pal- 
iner, formerly editor of the Chicago 
Inter Ocean and for four years post- 
master at Chicago. It has been housed 
iu a dangerous and dilapidated old 
barracks for many years, which was 
condemned as unsafe by the building 
inspectors 
and sauitary 
authorities. 


Mr. Palmer has been compelled to prop 
np the walls with timbers and place 
heavy beams at frequent intervals to 
support the floors, but finally congress 
became sensible of its requirements 
and appropriated $2,400,000, which has 
been expended during the last four 
years in the erection of what is almost 
a perfect building for its purpose. The 
work of construction is nearly com- 
pleted. 
New oak cases for type and 


"sorts" and the thousand and one lit- 
tle tricks essential to the printers' 
trade are being put in place, and be- 
fore congress again assembles this 
great branch of the government's busi- 
ness will be well established in its new 
home, with conveniences, equipments 
and machinery surpassing everything 
that was ever provided for a printing 
office before. 


The new printing office will have a

December 22, 1902, and after packing 
her body in a shoe bo\, hired a rig and 
driving to the south corporation line 
of Hamilton, threw tho box into the 
Miama river. 


Knapp's confession caused a gieat 


sensation, but it wSe as the confession 
of a minor criminal compared to his 
confession of Thuritiay morning, Feb- 
luary 2G, a fac simile copy of which 
was reproduced by the Enquirer at the 
time. 
In this cdnie^sion Knaop's vic- 


tims were named by him as follows: 


June 21, 1894, Emma Littleman, kill-

Granville, O., June 22—At a meet- 


ing of the town council held on Sat- 
urday night a resolution was adopted 
in regard to the operation aud man- 
agement of the Newark and Graimlle 
street railroad in this village. • A brief 
synopsis of the resolution which is 
quite lengthy, covering five type writ- 
ten pages, is as follows: 


First, That the Newark and Gran- 


ville street railway company is order- 
ed to take up so much of the track as 
it has already laid, on Broadway from 
the eastern corporation line and to 
replace the same with the T rail and 
that it lay no other than T rail on the 
streets of the village 


Second, That the company is order- 


ed to take up all of its tracks, between 
the eastern corporation line and Gran- 
ger street, not on the south line of 
Broadway, and relay the same on the 
south side, in the location of the old 
track. 


•Third, That the railway company is 


required to run its «ars over its tracks 
in said village, every sixty minutes, 
each way, from 5:30 a. m., to 11:30 p. 
m., each day. 


Fourth, That the railway company 


be required to remove the poles here- 
tofore recently erected in the village, 
and to erect in their place straight, 
symetrical poles' according to and 
under the direction of the street com- 
mittee. 


Fifth, That the railway company be 


required to insulate its wires perfect- 
ly, where they pass through the trees 
of the village. 


Sixth, That the mayor of the vil- 


lage be, and he is hereby authorized 
and required to forthwith order the 
railway to construct plank crossings 
at every street crossing or intersecting 
Broadway, and to construct the cross- 
ing at the curve on Broadway and the 
crossing on Elm street, as provided 
by the ordinance. Said crossing to be 
the full width of the rails and one foot 
outside ot each, raiC all said planks to 
be laid even with foe' rails, and to be 
maintained in good'repair by the rail- 
way company. Also to order the rail- 
way company to construct loot cross- 
ings across their railway tracks at all 
places and with the same kind of ma- 
terial' as such street crossings are 
constructed of or by the village. 


Seventh, That the Mayor give notice 


of this resolution to the railway com- 
pany, by delivering to its managing 
agent ,a copy of the same. 


Eighth, That this resolution shall 


take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage. 


The resolution recites a long pream- 


ble of grievances against the railway 
:ompany for not keeping its agree- 
ment as provided in the 
franchise, 


among which is- that they were to lay 
heir tracks on the south side of 
Broadway from the east corporation 
ine to Granger street, where the old 
track was, and that it was to be laid 
with T rails. Regarding the sale of 
round trip tickets, it is given out that 
if the company will place their tickets 
on sale on the cars, the action of the 
ouncil on Saturday night will be 
modified

street Church of Christ, delivered a 
discouise Sunday afternoon at the Y,

tion. 


Even at this time he protested 


against all human creeds, and an- 
nounced the Bible as his only rule of 
faith and practice. 


In 1827 he organized what was after- 


ward for many years Known as the 
Campbellite church, which has now 
become known as the 
Disciples of 


Christ, or the Christian church 


Campbell, in 1841, established 
in 


Bethany, Pa, Bethany college, and was 
also, before his death, the publisher of 
several religious papers. He died in 
1866.
